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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In general, the Amendments to independent claims 1 and 14 would require further search and consideration. 
With respect to independent claim 1, the limitations moved up from dependent claim 6 would create a new scope of invention in view of 
the other claim dependencies. With regard to claim 14 the new limitations requiring certain information to be directly entered into the 
registration trademark application would also change the claim scope. In the future, the Examiner encourages the Applicant to apply the 
appropriate identifiers (i.e. underlines and strikethroughs) to the proposed claim Amendments. Specifically with reference to claim 1 f the 
limitations requiring the heading to be "displayed" and "in the trademark registration application" were neither in independent claim 1 or 
dependent claim 6. 

Wherein the Applicant argues that there is no description for filling a trademark registration application in the Lee reference, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees and notes where Lee teaches wherein the present invention may be configured to support other 
intellectual property filings such as to secure trademarks or copyrights (column 12, lines 25-31). Additionally Lee teaches benefits of 
securing protection for trademarks as well as known methods for acquiring them (column 1, lines 15-25; column 2, lines 7-11; column 3, 
lines 15-23). 

Additionally the Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants assertions with regards to the selecting of official class 
headings and corresponding class numbers in that the selecting process is broadly defined. For arguments sake, the heading for an 
official international class could be its corresponding class number. . 
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
